whole. By this action further amend- 
ment was prevented. 


President

Green and Senator John Stockwell, 
of Cleveland, were armed with a 
number of proposed changes 
and 


fought desperately ior the oppoi- 
tunity to offer them. 
They weie 


met by a stolid and determined op- 
position, which had evidently reach- 
ed an agreement to stand by the 
amendments. 


There were charges and recrim- 


inations on both sides, the apologist 
for the bill, Senator John Todd, of 
Franklin, vehemently asserting that 
the opposition was imbued with the 
desire to kill the bill and thus aid 
the corporations.

pelled and the 
insinuations 
flung 


back that Senatoi Todd had but lit- 
tle license to make such an asser- 
tion, an innuendo well understood. 


The opposition was aiming its tire 


at the sections of the new bill per- 
mitting rates for public services to 
be based upon the capitalized value 
ot the corporations instead of their 
physical 
value 
plus cash 
invest- 


ments; restraining the forming ot 
new companies and the granting of 
new franchises without a certificate 
of public necessity from the Public 
Utilities Commission and the alleged 
taking away fiom the municipalities 
of the right ot home rule in the mak- 
ing of franchises 


With the announcement of the 


adoption ot the amendments camo 
the statement from a number of Re- 
publican and Demociatic leaders in 
the house that they would be lougbi 
when the bill was returned to that 
body tor concurience in the changes 
and a committee ot confeience would 
be demanded
